The politics of repression can 
be either brutal or subtle but the 
end result is the same: Some 
freedom is gone. Young people in 
Czechoslovakia and Chicago 
experienced the brutal variety, a 
rather new experience for them. 
Minorities have been experiencing 
both varieties for years. Now 
motorcyclists are going to experience 
the subtle variety but they don’t know 
what’s happening yet. By the time they 
find out they’ll be faced with a fait 
accompli and they’ll have just about as 
much chance of reversing the situation 
as the black man bound for the land of 
the free ona slave ship. 

Right now .the desert is, for all 
practical purposes, closed. There are 
three areas where runs can be held. 
Think about it, desert riders. You've 
already had about 6 runs in each of the 
three areas and the BLM is shunting you 
to one of the three areas every time you 
make a request for a race. The trails are 
getting so worn that you might just as 
well put up street signs. Then you can 
simply write out the directions and save 
all the trouble of liming. It doesn’t take 
much imagination to see, in a couple of 
years, some reason for one of these 
remaining areas to be shut down. Maybe 
the military will want one for yet 
another bombing range. Then you’re 
down to two. Runs will get shorter and 
eventually you'll be racing in a large 
playpen that nobody else wants, Sunday 
after Sunday. The terrain will look just 
about like the Ponderosa (the race 
course, not the ranch), One person’s 
private vision of hell is racing the 
Ponderosa — forever. 

The deserts are gone right now. The 
process of repression has been thorough 
and painless. Its been so painless that’s 
it going to take a hammer blow right 
between the eyes to make desert riders 
realize how thoroughly they’ve been 
had. Now come the forests. 

The Angeles Forest is open right 
now. With very little exception you can 
ride where you want to. It takes a bit of 
research and ingenuity to get around 
some of the locked gates, but it can be 
done. In years past, races have been held 
in the forest and enduros are still held in 
many forests around the country. With 
Southern California riders being pushed 
off the deserts and out of the counties 
they’ve turned to the Angeles National 
Forests as a last resort. This has irritated 
the horsemen and hikers who have had 
the forest to themselves up to now. 
They are putting pressure on the Forest 
Service to “Do Something". The Forest 
Service reacted in typical bureaucratic 
fashion: they called a meeting at which 
nothing could be decided. Or more 
accurately, they called three meetings. 
Let’s see what happened. 

The announcement of the meeting 
was a letter mailed out to interested 
parties. We published the letter in the 
paper a few weeks back. Essentially the 
letter said that the Forest Service 
wanted to sample public opinion on the 
subject. of off-road vehicles. The letter 
said in part “This upsurge of use by the

be driven with safety and without 
seriously. harming the soil and other 
valuable natural resources. ~ These 
questions-are new to us, particularly as 
they relate to the relationship between 
this type of vehicle use and the more 


' traditional uses of the Angeles National 


Forest." The part about safety and soil 
erosion is just smoke-screen. The Forest 
Service by its charter must protect the 
forest from serious damage and it is not 
going to let us or anyone else damage 
the forest seriously. 

It's that "relationship to traditional 
uses" that is the core statement. The 
Forest Service is being pressured by the 
horsemen to ban bikes and they want to 
see which way the wind is blowing. 
They have probably already made up 
their minds to ban motor vehicles from 
part of the forest and they want to see 
how much. we'll sit still for. 
Accordingly, they drew up four maps, 
each showing some part of the forest 
closed to motor vehicles. They asked 
speakers at the meetings to choose one 
of the proposals. It was a very subtle 
device. There is in fact no reason for 
closing off an area of forest to motor 
vehicles at all. There are already several 
closed to motor vehicles. These are Wild 
zones and experimental agricultural 
areas. Some horse trails are also closed 
to motor vehicles. So in fact we were 
being asked a loaded question: How 
much of your riding area do you want 
to lose? Predictably, many of the 
horseman and hikers opted for Postion 
One, a complete closure of the forest. 

The first meeting was held at the 
Eaton Canyon Nature Hall. The crowd 
simply overwhelmed it. There were at 
least three times as many people as 
could be accommodated. About 50 
people spoke, most of them from some 
kind of prepared statement. Few of 
them spoke to the point at all. Some 
were almost ridiculous. There was one 
lady who wanted to ban “motorcycles 
and Hondas". She had obiously used the 
line before because she waited for the 
laughter. 

A number of hikers, or at A 
people who liked to consider themselves 
hikers, implied that motorcyclists were 
somehow: cheating,- if not downright

immoral, because they chose what the 
hikers thought was an easy way to get 
up the hill. One such referred several 
times to “cheap thrills.” 

Another theme was the hazard to 
horsemen. To hear them tell it, a 
horseman that met a motorcyclist on 
the trail was less than a clip clop away 
from the pearly gates. 

Noise was naturally a big theme. 
How dare we disturb the solitude with 
our noise pollution? One jerk went on 
for about ten minutes describing how he 
drove his car up to the forest to park 
and how he couldn’t find any place that 
was silent. He seemed completely 
unbothered by the hypocrisy of his 
position. The large car he was driving 
was contributing much more to the 
pollution of the environment than the 
trail bike he was attacking. 

A couple of kids got up and asked to 
"speak for earth." They made some 
noises that I suppose were nature 
sounds, but I couldn't tell for sure. One 
thing is for sure: if those sickly-looking 
kids are the best that earth can find to 
represent her, she is indeed in trouble. 

About half of the people spoke for 
some form of off-road vehicle. They 
were for the most part apologetic, 
begging, conciliatory. No one said leave 
things as they are; few even asked for 
position four, which was the least 
restrictive. Most of those who advocated 
a position at all, chose, humbly, 
Position Three which. would close 
everything south of the Angeles Crest 
Highway to us. Hypocrisy was rampant 
on both sides. A hiker who would have 
a heart attack if he had to walk to the 
grocery store got up and talked about 
raptures of the deep wilderness that 
were being spoiled by noisy 
motorcycles. Guys who haven’t ridden a 
trail that wasn’t limed in five years got 
up and talked about family trail riding. 
After the meeting some people told me 
they were surprised how polite and 
friendly everyone was. I was too. I was 
also a little bit sick. 

It's all very well for the hikers and 
horsemen to be friendly and polite; 


"from them. But we're Е абан for our 


last riding area south of the’ Arctic 
Circle. Why on God’s earth are we being 
polite and friendly? 

The next night there was a meeting 
in a high school auditorium in Burbank. 
This time I took notes. One of the first 
people up was Richard M. Brown of the 
Recreational Trails Commission. He 
spoke for Position Four. Hooray. 

Next was to my way of thinking the 
only really effective speaker that, we 
motorcyclists had, John Claussen of the 
Shamrocks M.C. He discussed the 
situation from first hand knowledge. He 
knew the trails, he knew the rangers, he 
knew what the problems were. He 
wanted the forest open and thought we 
could work out the problems with the 
hikers and horseback riders. 

Next up was Larry Fast, a joking 
scoutmaster who said he had been hit 
by some motorcyclists who didn’t stop. 
He wanted the forest closed to bikes. A 
member of the Four-wheel drive club 
was next. Most of them cited some kind 
of kindness that they had done for the 
Forest Service, mostly in the area of 
taking out garbage from inaccessible 
places. I caught myself wondering, when 
each of these guys got up, just how 
many brownie points he thought his 
club had earned. They were saying, 
"We're friendly and useful so please 
don't squash us." 

Gary Martino of the Conejo. Trail 
Riders was next. He appealed to the 
Multiple Use Concept, reading a 


prepared speech. Don Lewis, one of the 
fellows who got me started on this, 
stood up and read a prepared speech 
trails 


advocating separate and no

spoke. as a representative of 


cross-country. Another four-wheeler got 
up and tried for some more points. 

Robert M. Eller of the Dirtdiggers 
M.C. got up and said he rode the forest 
now, and he thought there was plenty 
of room for everyone. That was the last 
speaker for a District 37 club. That's 
right, sports fans, exactly two clubs out 
of 63 in the District were represented. 

Following Mr. Eller was one of the 
Sierra Club: members, Louis Weimrich, 
who stated that we represented an 
annoyance to other users of the forest. 
To his great credit, the Forest 
Supervisor, William Dresser, pinned him 
down on that and asked him if he didn’t 
think we (the off-road vehicle users) had 
some rights too. "Not when their rights 
interfere with the rights of the 
majority," stated. Weimrich, "And we 
can't let them get a foothold." I began 
to know what it felt like to be a Jew in 
prewar Germany. 

Bud Collett of the Conjeo Trail 
Riders. was next. He called attention to 
a proposed policy that I had drawn up 
in accordance with the wishes of several 
trail clubs, some representatives of 
District 37, the C.E.R.A. and a few 
other groups. This proposal was 
discussed in open meeting, was 
submitted to the Forest Service in 
writing and will be mailed to any 
interested party. 

For comic relief somebody named 
Stone got up and proposed stoplights on 
the trails to keep us people on 
“bicycles” from killing one another. 
Then. there were about- four more 
members of the four-wheel drive clubs 
and dune buggy outfits who each cited 
some service and each noted that they 
were willing to give up the front part of 
the forest, as long as there was an access 
road to the north side. They are very 
generous with land they can't use 
anyway. For allies I'd rather have the 
Sierra Club. 

Ed Wight got up and represented the 
C.E.R.A. but he didn't mention enduros 
at all. He did at least make a plea for 
Position Four which is ‘the least 
restrictive. Andrew Chitea, representing 
his family of cyclists, made the point 
that they’re trying to close all areas to 
riding and this “is the last stronghold” 
that we have. Interesting. The Sierra 
Club doesn’t want us to get a foothold, 
Mr.. Chitea thinks ‘it’s our last 
stronghold.

Mr. Harman, a horseman, read a 
letter from Judge Morrison into the 
record. The letter was in favor of 
horseman I suppose, but didn’t have any 
thing to do with the subject. 

A man named Charles Below, 
President of Recreation Unlimited, got 
up and charged that this meeting was a 
fraud, that the Forest Service had 
already worked out arrangements with 
the cattlemen and lumber outfits that 


‘were lease-holders in the forest and that 


this meeting was just to make legitimate 
what they had already decided to do.

Below admitted that his 
information came from other forests up 
Kern County way and he assumed that 
the Angeles Forest was operating in the 
same way. Below’s charge is probably 
unfounded in this case, but it’s not a 
bad idea to store it in the back of our 
collective heads. While it may have no 
validity here, (there aren’t any 
cattlemen to speak of) Га bet the 
cattlemen are a primary determinant of 
policy in places like Los Padres.

got up and made a surprisingly good 


' suggestion. He said regardless of what 


decision was made there should be some 
provision built in for a periodic review. 
Russ Sanford, our state lobbyist, got 
up and suggested that a meeting of 
interested groups was necessary. Said we 
recognized the harm noise was doing 
and we were working on it. He also 
suggested that it might be a good idea to 
have a permit for cycle users of the 
forests similar to the campfire permit 
that campers are required to obtain. 
There were a few other speakers but 
nobody had anything substantially 
different to say, so the meeting broke 
up about 10 p.m. I think the meeting 
was a success from the Forest Service's 
viewpoint. I think they wanted a public 


mandate for some sort of restriction and 


they got it. To our shame they got it 
from our representatives and our 
supposed allies. 

After the main meeting, there was a 
smaller meeting engineered by a group 
called CORBA, in conjunction with

Russ Sanford. I heard 
asked to sit in. 

The purpose of this smaller meeting 
was to put together a group of people 
that was small enough to work together 
and that represented all the various 
interested parties. This group could then 
work out solutions to all the various 
problems in conjunction with the Forest 
Serivice. It sounded like a pretty good 
idea until we got down to a few 
particulars. 

First was the makeup of the group. 
Every variation of four-wheel vehicle 
was represented, along with hikers, 
horsehackmen, Sierra Clubbers and so 
on. There is one motorcycle 
representative. Since all the represented 
groups apart from the four-wheel clubs 
want us off the trails, and the 
four-wheel clubs don't care one way or 
the other, guess what's going to happen 
to us in this group. 

Secondly, the proposed 
representative for motorcycling 
(proposed by Russ Sanford) was Harry 
Whalen. Harry stated the he could 
represent all the riders in District 37. I 
said I had my doubts, but thought it 
was irrelevant, since I didn’t think Harry 
could find the Angeles Forest on a map 
with both hands. I suggested that John 
Claussen might be a better choice, if we 
were going to do it at all. Even better 
would be to choose SEVERAL 
representatives in open meetings. 

The two words, ladies and 
gentlemen, the two operating words, are 
"repression" and “sellout”. You better 
learn what they mean and how they 
work or sell your scooter. And when 
you learn, you'll also realize that the 
only way to protect your interest is to 
get in there and fight for them 
personally. People who offer to fight for 
you may be using your names to: fight 
for themselves.

One Honda dealer told us recently 
that his best seller in the road bike 
category was not, as you might 
expect, the super-sophisticated 
four cylinder 750 but the bike 
that Honda calls simply the CB 
450. What the initials CB stand 
for, only Honda knows for sure, 
but the 450 stands for the 
approximate displacement of the 
engine in cubic centimeters. When 
we were offered one of the 
machines to test, we quickly 
accepted. 

First impression of the Honda is that it 
is a very pretty machine. Tank and side 
panels are a pleasing gold color that 
looks like it came out of the same can 
that Honda’s chief competitor uses for 
its 650. The next impression is a little 
harder to define, but it has to do with 
what aerospace engineers like to call the 
“design package.” In essence it is the 
way everything fits together as an 
integrated whole. Most bikes look like 
they were designed by six different 
people in six different countries who 
could only communicate by letter 
through a tongue-tied translator. In 
these "designs" things are hung on the 
bike as after-thoughts. The front fenders 
don’t match the tanks, and so on. The 
Honda, on the other hand, looks like it 
was designed by one who had it all 
planned out in his mind before he set 
the first pencil to the drawing board. 
Things to service can be easily reached, 
all the “dead” space in the center of the 
machine is used efficiently and there are 
no parts left over. Lift the seat and see 
all the electrical components as nicely 
boxed and protected as a dozen eggs in 
their foam carton. Even the turn signal 
lights, which I detest on most bikes, 
look like they belong and are 
inoffensive on the 450. 

When you start the Honda you 
immediately come in contact with one 
of its nicest features: an electric starter 
that really works. It turns the engine 
over smartly and the battery is large 
enough for quite a few starts without 
having to worry about its going flat. The 
electric starter is our first clue that this 
bike is basically an “around town” bike. 
It is basic transportation, not an athletic 
event each time it is used. The engine 
starts very easily when warm, but early 
in the morning, even here in sunny 
climes, that mill has to turn over quite 
a few times to start it perking. (When a 
mill starts perking, you can pour 
yourself a cup of scrambled metaphor). 
Then you're happy that you have an 
electric starter, because if “you had to 
rely on the kick starter you’d just never 
get started at all. That pedal is geared so 
low that it takes about three kicks to 
get through one engine revolution. 
Once, after I thoroughly drowned the 
carbs and ignition while washing the 
bike, I ran down the battery trying to 
get it started. “No matter,” I thought to 
myself, “PIL use the kick starter." Uh 
uh. Much easier to push-start it. 

Along about this time you discover 
an interesting little device, required by 
the DOT, called a kill switch. Now a kill 
button I regard as essential on any bike, 









road or dirt. A kill button is simply a 
spring loaded push button switch that 
kills the engine when it is pressed. A kill 
SWITCH has three positions and only 
one of them allows the engine to run. 
It’s right up on the handlebar which 
makes it very convenient to use and 
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forget. When you forget, your ignition 
stays on (with the key in it) and you 
run down your battery trying to start an 
engine that is switched off. It's a 
miserable device. At the very least it 
should be spring loaded so that when 
it's released it will return to the *run" 
position. Failing that, it should be 
designed so that when it is in the off

position the starting motor will not 
operate. Sometime in the late thirties, 
auto engineers learned that it was a 
good idea to have the ignition and the 
starting motor wired together so that 
you couldn’t run down your car battery 
trying to start a car with the ignition 
switch off. Wonder how long it will take 
bike engineers? 

unfailingly, but is about as satisfying to 
pump as a bumper jack and half as 
reassuring. Trying to find neutral (or for 
that matter trying to shift at all) when 
the machine is moving very slowly or 
stopped is about as likely as finding a 
particular radio station with the radio 
turned off. You might hit it lucky once 
in 15 or 20 tries. There are, however, 
ways to cope with the beast and if 
you're going to ride a bike designed in 
Japan, I guess you just learn and bear 


it. I suppose as an aggravation, it's no 
worse than having to put pans under 
other machines. Gear spacing is just 
about right for around-town, but for 
much freeway work at all I would like a 
higher top gear. 


Putting around town, the engine 











If you like technical sophistication, 
the Honda 450 engine is to love. With 
double overhead cams and twin 
vacuum-operated carburetors, it's the 
latest word in sophistication. You might 
rightfully expect it to be the most 
muscular 30-incher around the block 
too, but you'd be a bit disappointed, 
especially at first. The engine as it 
comes new is very tight, and it takes a 
good 500 miles to loosen up. Even then 
in normal use it doesn't feel all that 
powerful. The diffiuclty is that the 
engine fells “happiest” running around 
5500-6000 rpm. There's very little 


vibration in that range and it's an engine 
speed you can hold for a long time 
without rider fatigue. The real power

though, comes in at 9000 r's which is a 
whole bunch. If you get the engine 
running in that range and hold it there 
when you shift gears, it feels, and is, 
quite powerful Down in the more 
comfortable range, power is adequate, 
but not at all spectacular. 

The transmission is typical Japanese 
design which is to say it works

whirs fairly quietly and without fuss. 
Soon you almost forget it's there, just 
like a car. Honda supplies a set of tools 
with the bike, but if the machine were 
mine I'd probably take them out and 
leave them in the work shop or 
something. Things don't often break on 
the machine and when they do, roadside 
repairs are unlikely to be effective. On 
such bikes you carry tools to tighten 
the things that vibrate loose before they 
fall off, but such things don’t happen 
to the Honda. We had one roadside 
emergency which turned out to be a 
blown rectifier and wasn't easily 
"fixable." It would have been replaced 
on the guarantee if it happened to a 
customer. 

Seating position on the Honda I 
found to be very comfortable for fairly 
longish rides. The bars were low and 
quite straight, which I like but other 
riders will want to change. This is 
always the case. I don't know why 
manufacturers don't sell the bikes 
without bars. Let the customer put on 
what he wants. Seat height is 31 inches 
which means people much under 5’5” 
are not going to be able to reach the 
ground. Weight is a modest 424 Ibs. 

The one really superb feature of the 
450 is the braking system. A front disc 
that will stop time after time with 
wonderful dependability is the heart of 
the system. I must admit to having my 
doubt about a disc brake on an 
inexpensive scooter. It seemed like one 
of those areas where the manufacturer 
could cut corners and send me right into 
a wall. But apparently Honda realizes 
their responsibility to the rider on this 
particular feature and cut no corners. 
As long as I had the bike that brake just 
worked right every time, wet or dry 
with no adjustment being necessary 
during the whole period. A stout brake 
fluid reservoir is mounted on 
handlebars. Presumably it will need 
topping up once in awhile, but it didn’t 
while I had it. There were no leaks. The 
rear brake is the more conventional (and 
less effective) single leading shoe 
variety. The front brake works so well 
that there is a tendency to forget the 
rear one during most normal stops. In a 
maximum decleration about 75% of the 
job would be done by the front brake 
on the Honda, about 25% by the rear 





One of the appealing features of the 450 is 
this very effective front disk brake, which 
capably handles the bike's 424 Ibs. 


(an interesting set of figures to keep in 
mind when on surfaces of minimum or 
uncertain traction where it is inadvisable 
to clamp on the front binders). 

One would have thought «hat with 
that excellent front brake as a starting 
point for the handling package that 
Honda would have gone all the way and 
made the bike really handle well. They 
didn't. Its handling is adequate for a 
good transportation bike, that's all. 
Translated that means if you try 
play-racing this bike you're going to be 
in a heap of trouble, son. Short 
wheelbase combined with the 
traditional Japanese shock disturbers 
tend to throw the bike out of control 
when the going is fast and the surface is 
rought or bumpy. Hitting a really good 
bump at speed could pitch you right 
over the bars. On the freeway “ripple,” 





When you get over about this far, things go 
bump and scrape.

After all, 
why should anybody who doesn’t ride a 
motorcycle get to feast on buffalo 
steak? There isn’t that much beef on a 
buffalo. 

To make sure that tickets only get 
into the right (throttle) hands, you have 
to buy them from one of the three 
sponsoring dealers, Dave Mason (Mason 
Motors, Pasadena), Ed Kretz (Kretz & 
Son, Monterey Park) or Skip Fordyce 
(Riverside). There’ll be no tickets sold 
at the Buffalo Feed which starts at 
noon, April 18 in the Calico Ghost 
Town. 


one of my favorite handling tests, the 
450 is all but unridable. A set of 
Girlings or Konis could improve the 
handling about 600% (rough estimate) 
without the addition of anything else. 
The 450’s lack of racing breed shows up 
when it is pushed a little. 

Even with adequate shock absorbers 
(including springs omewhat matched to 
the bike; the ones supplied would be 
more suitable to something about the 
weight of a Sherman tank) the 450 still 
won't be a road racer. You can lean the 
bike over a fair amount on the right 
side, but going to the left is another 
matter. It feels like you ground out 
when you're heeled over about 15 
degrees. The center stand is the culprit 
and if you're addicted to bending 
yourself around asphalt curves the 
center stand has to go. 

Steering geometry is always 
something of a compromise and on the 
Honda they have chosen to make a bike 
that handles easily at normal speeds in 
normal attitudes. For flitting through 
traffic and buzzing over the freeway the 
Honda’s handling (except as noted 
above) is nice. Even occasional forays 
onto the dirt are painless. Again don’t 
push it. It’s not a racing bike and the 
faster you go above 70 mph the less 
comfortable you'll feel. It will not hold 
a line when pushed through turns at 
near maximum speeds. (I can only 
report for sure on right hand turns. 
There's no way that anyone is going to 
get through a left turn quickly because 
of that center stand.)

The peripheral equipment on the 
Honda is of good quality and more than 
adequate to the job. There's a nice, big 
stop-light/taillight and a fairly bright 
headlight. Turn signals go on with a 
flick of your left thumb and, unlike a 
lot of bikes) you can tell when they’re 
on. Behind the gold side panels are two 
large paper element air cleaners that are 
excellent if you don’t take on solid 
water. They last a long time and filter 
very well. 

The main selling feature of the 
Honda is the price. It’s the most four 
cycle motorcycle that you can buy for 
under $1,000. It’s a lot of motorcycle 
for that money, even at list. For a bike 
near that size with four-stroke reliability 
and longevity, no one comes close. With 
the addition of a $40.00-set of shocks 
and subtracting one center stand its 
chief faults could be at least neutralized 
and the result would be a very pleasant 
general transportation bike. You'll love 
that electric starter. I found that at the 
conclusion of this test, when it was time 
to return the machine, that I was very 
reluctant to do so. I had rediscovered 
the pleasure of ‘‘owning’’ a 
transporation bike which I could use for 
going to the store, to work, to cover 
events and so on without worrying 
about whether it was run long enough 
to get there. I used it like I would a 
small car. It was never exciting, but it 
was convenient, lots of fun and quite 
safe. And it got better than 40 miles to 
the gallon. For a lot of riders that’s got 
to be just about the right prescription.

Viewed from a proper perspective, 
Terry Clark may be the best desert rider 
in the country. Armed with only a 
100cc Harley-Davidson Baja, this 
17-year-old high school senior has been 
delivering solid blows to scores of 
Heavyweight Experts, coming ever 
closer to an overall win. Last February 
he finished. fourth overall in an 80-mile 
Hare & Hound behind such aces as 
Larry Pfutzenreuter, Whitey Martino, 
and Tom Muto. One month earlier, in 
fact, he had beaten Pfutzenreuter in the 
Lightweight European Scrambles on his 
experimental 125. 

The 1970 Trailbike crown was a 

“hotly contested affair that ended in a tie 
and Clark, although not exactly 
bettered, kept his number two plate. 
Now that Jack Morgan has moved to the 
Lightweights, Clark seems to have it 
sew ed. 

I met with Terry at his home in 
Palmdale, California, a  oncesleepy 
desert town that has been 
aircraft-industrialized. He is tall and 
slender, easy to mistake for a box-boy if. 
his blond hair were shorter. He is also a 
bit amused and perplexed about all this 
attention being paid him.

CYCLE NEWS: How did you start 
this whole motorcycle thing? 

CLARK: I used to race go-karts 
when I was nine. Everybody in town 
did, just like everyone rides bikes now. I 
first started on 250’s — my dad’s BSA’s 
— and my first bike was a Yamaha 80, 
then a Hodaka. I started racing at 
Ponderosa and then, on a new Hodaka, I 
went to a point run. I finished 20th in 
that race and won the next one. I didn’t 
lose a race I finished until I made the 
Experts. (Note: This took about eight 
months.) I rode a Hodaka until last year's 
Barstow-to-Vegas. Then I got a 
Kawasaki from the Roehr Brothers. 
They didn’t help me a whole lot. I got a 
lot of offers and I went with Harley. 

CN: How do you like Harley now? 

TC: Well, I had a lot of problems 
with rings at first but now we go great! I 
think they’re about the best sponsor 
going. 

CN: Tell us about the bikes. 

TC: I don’t have a bike I own. I have 
a factory bike I keep at home as a play 
bike. I have last year’s racer as a back-up 
bike and a new one I’ve raced twice. 
The bikes are kept at Filtron. 

CN: Who does your tuning? 

TC: Dean Goldsmith. He does all of 
1t. 

CN: You never tune them yourself? 

TC: No, I used to all the time with 
the Hodakas. 

CN: Would you like to do your own 
tuning? 

TC: Fd like to know everything 
about the engine but I'd rather have 
Dean do it. If Harley wanted me to, I 
would. 

CN: How “stock” are the bikes? 

TC: Mine’s pretty mild. It’s not 
really radical at all. No one believes it 
but my Baja is about the tamest in the 
desert. We like to keep it reliable. 

CN: What do you like best about 
your Baja? 

TC: It doesn’t really seem like a 
trailbike. It’s heavier and handles more 
like a big bike. And it’s reliable. 
Two-strokes usually lose power during a 
race but this one doesn’t. 

CN: What do you like least about it? 

TC: The one I ride is perfect. 

CN: Oh, come on, now. Surely 
there’s something... 

TC: Maybe one thing...it’s hard to 
turn on a motocross course. 

CN: Are you going to get on bigger 
bikes? 


TC: Fd like to. I might ride 125 
motocross next year. I’m going to get 
Number One desert this year. I’m only 
contracted to ride one. year; I don’t 
want to ride a 100 all my life. 

CN: Occasionally you make an 
appearance ona 125 Harley, but it’s not 
a Rapido. What is it? 

TC: It’s a Golden Wing 125 in a 
Cheney frame. I use it in European 
Scrambles and motocrosses. I’m riding it 
as an experiment. 

CN: Which do you like better, desert 
or motocross? 

TC: Motocross. It calls for quicker 
responses and you have to go fast all the 
time. I’m bored with the desert; I guess 
Гуе been riding it too long, I like the 
idea of motocrosses paying money, too. 
Im going to ride as many of them as 
possible and still get Number One in the 
desert. 

CN: Once you nearly beat Tom 
Poteet on your 125. Tom sometimes 
beats the Heavyweights. Do you think 
that means you are going to get an 
overall win this y ear? 

TC: I can't say. I don't think. so 
unless a lot of guys break down or the 
course doesn't need a lot of pull. 

CN: Earlier, you mentioned a 
bike". 
“play”? 

TC: I ride to a spot about five miles 
from here and make up a 
motocross-type course. Then I ride it as

hard as I can for a few hours. I ride it 
until I beat it to death. 

CN: What is Harley-Davidson doing 
in the way of quieter bikes? 

TC: I like to have a loud bike so I 
can’t hear my engine make all those 
noises like something’s wrong. 


(Laughter.) My play bike is silenced. 
The new Bajas have a silencer. If they 
put one on my bike, I'd use it. 

CN: Do you intend to become a 
professional? 

ТС: lll probably go to college to 
pass the time. I'll keep riding. 

CN: Assuming that you do turn pro, 
what other forms of competition would 
you like to engage in? 

TC: I'd like to try everything. 

CN: Do you think that you might get 
bored with the whole thing, like Eddie 
Mulder? 

TC: I got bored with the desert, but I 
doubt if I'd get bored with the whole 
thing. I like to ride for fun. 

CN: What bothers you about racing? 

TC: Bad courses and breakdowns. 
Bad weather. 

CN: What do you like about racing? 

TC: Just going fast. Good country 
makes you feel good..I don't really 
know. I just like to race.

Terry Clark's experimental racer is 
based on a 125cc Golden Wing, an 
extremely successful road-racing engine. 
Made in Italy by Aermacchi, the 
subsidiary of Harley-Davidson that 
builds the Baja, it has undergone a few 
alterations. 

The del’Orto carb has been 
exchanged for a different throat size, 
naturally. The transmission gears are 
identical to those in the Baja 100. 

While the engine was being altered, a 
dummy mill was sent to Eric Cheney 
who built an entire chassis around it. 

Terry has ridden it a few times and 
has done quite well, but it is too early 
to tell how it is going to work. He will 
use it during the evening motocrosses 
that the CMC conducts at Ascot this 
season, 

There is still work to be done, fine 
adjustments to be made, and so on. 
Tuner Dean Goldsmith is in no rush. It 
ought to be fairly competitive.

Clear Lake 
Enduro == 
trail competition

CLEAR LAKE, CAL., March 28, 1971 
— 'The Slo-Polks of Napa ran their 
previously postponed endurance run 
from the small tranquil resort town of 
Lucerne on the eastern shore of Clear 
Lake. More than 900 riders laced their 
way up winding trails through lush 
green meadows to high peaks and into 
the Mendocino National Forest where 
98 percent of an approximately 126 
mile run was over a Forest Service 
approved course. 

The first secret check awaited 30 
miles from the start in the general 
direction of Leesville. Many riders 
speedometers disagreed with the course 
by a few tenths of a mile at this point. 
From the first check it was north to 
Fouts Spring near Stonyford for a noon 
check. Then westward to a third secret 
check at 80 miles out. Up to this point 
most riders had good scores and agreed 
with the course measurements. After 
the third check the going was difficult. 
One story told is that a rider on a 350cc 
Yamaha found a water crossing nose 
deep. Many soaked the contents of 
wallets in waist-high water where riders 
grouped together to carry their 
motorcycles across. Bob Keys, Sr., an 
expert on enduros in this area was 
stopped by this crossing. His riding 
partner, Bob Keys, Jr., went on to finish 
with a good score. 

Wayne Davis of Santa Rosa broke a 
leg when he collided with a vehicle 
driven by a working Slo-Polk Club 
member between the fourth check and 
finish. Another rider broke his 
motorcycle without physical injury 
when he met a Dodge truck on the same 
narrow road. There wasn’t room for a 
motorcycle and truck to pass. The 
Dodge truck ran one wheel off the road; 
still the bike lacked clearance. The 
course was strictly limited to roads that 
are open to public access. Even using 
fire roads was forbidden. Comments at 
the finish was that if that was an 
alternate easy course switched to two 
days before the run because of rain then 
"I wouldn't ride their hard - one.” 
Average speeds to maintain were 30 
MPH to first check, after that, 24 MPH. 
Very few riders could hold that average 
in the afternoon.

came after I asked Slo-Polk Club 
President, Leonard Joy, how many 
entries there were. I had heard there 
may be a thousand. He said 900. 
Without thought, I: asked this man who 
has been up to his neck in bureaucracy 
since their run was postponed in 
November if there is a rule that limits 
the entry to 750. He retorted with 
*What can I do, tell someone they can't 
ride? We're using our 1970 sanction and 
entries." He went on to say that the rule 
was bad for a run like this. There's no 
reason to limit the entry. Not wanting 
to push any further, I listened to him go 
on into his trouble with the Forest 
Service. Leonard sees no reason why 
rubber tired motorcycles can't ride on 
fire roads that are cleared for fire 
fighters to get their equipment into 
forest fires.

The Diggers Dig more than Dirt. 
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Padres Forest closure “Imminent” 


Los Padres Forest officials are trying 
to close the last large “open area” in the 
forest to all off-road-vehicles who can 
now ride cross-country on public lands, 
Their proposal means ‘closure of most 
trails now open, and no more 
cross-country riding on motorcycles. It 
takes in a large area of forest land 
between US Hwy 99 and State Hwy 33 
between the Ballanger-Quatal Canyon 
Open Area and Ozena Ranger Stn. This 
encompases the Mt. Pinos Ranger 
District and part of the Cuyama Ranger 
District. 

The reason they give for closure is 
"vehicular damage." On Mar. 30, a 
group of 70 ORV enthusiasts went on a 
tour of the allegedly damaged areas. 
Forest officials conducted the tour. 

After the tour, the 70 motorcyclists 
& 4-wheelers agreed that no permanent 
damage was viewed in areas considered 
by forest officials to have sustained the 
worst damage. Apparently natures 
characteristic process of restoration 
returned the ground to a normal 
condition during the past winter season. 

The forest officials want to close this 
last large unrestricted vehicular use are 
of the forest.

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careful. At the 450 mark there were 
clumps of sagebrush and near the top a 
few large rocks. Horsepower alone 
would get a rider about 100 feet, and 
that's as far as many riders went. It took 
fantastic control, good power and luck 
to make a good showing on 
Widowmaker's A route. 

The B route by contrast was almost a 
freeway. But then that was for the B 
rider who still didn't get as far as the A 
riders. 

The best way to get an idea of 
Widowmaker is to compare it with the 
famous Southern California hill, the 
Matterhorn, topped by a 125cc. Today, 
Jon Henry rode his Yamaha 125 further 
than any other rider in his class, 197 
feet, less than a third to the top. 
Surprisingly, Del Brown in the 100 A 
class went 194 feet on his Hodaka to 
win his class. Can a 100 top 
Matterhorn? 

Keith Rossler made a great ride on 
his Ossa, finally stopping at 350 feet, to 
take the 250 A class and then came 
back on an Indian to take the 500 A 
class. He had twice the displacement, 
but only climbed 393 feet. 

It was left to the Open bikes to break 
the 400 foot level. Frank Durso did it in 
a big way on his BSA: 467 feet. Larry 
Brisbin from Anoka, Minnesota on a 
Triumph took 2nd with 423 feet. Local 
Craig Williams on a Honda 4 was third 
also at 423 feet, but his biggest problem 
was wrestling 550 pounds of motorcycle 
down the face of Widwomaker. At least 
he still had that big disc on the front to 
help him.

BARSTOW, April 4, 1971 — The occasion was CERA enduro number 1 апа 550 
riders showed up for a fast, very tough 103-mile enduro. Three loops on this one, 
roughly 43 miles, 30 and 30, and they were laid out in the form of a limp three-leaf 
clover with the stem on Highway 395 just south of Barstow. Loop one was west of 


the Freeway, the other two, east. 

We started easily enough, riding old 
trails, not too rough, at 20 mph. A loose 
rocky hill put me and a bunch of other 


` small bikers a bit late to the first check 


but things still looked pretty good. 300 
yards beyong the first check we lost 
whatever illusions we might have had. 
The trail dropped into a rocky, narrow 
canyon and went over a dry waterfall. 
Two choices: Go through a slit about 
wide enough for a Schwinn bicycle with 
a 2% foot drop on the other side or 
throw your bike off the edge of a rock 
about 5 feet high. But first you had to 
get there. Even with this limited choice 
of alternatives riders were having a hard 
time making up their minds and then 
they were usually making the wrong 
choices. Like the Triumph rider who 
tried to take his bike through the slot 
and wedged it so tightly it took 4 guys 
to pry him loose. The line formed to the 
rear and when | got there about 130 


-bikes were patiently waiting for their 


chance to shoot the rapids. 

I got in line and turned off the motor 
so I could take some pictures. When my 
turn came, somebody hollered at me to 
help freé the Triumph. UH uh. I quit 
riding those big sleds ‘cause I got tired 
of lifting them. I pushed my bike off 
the rock, used the seat as step to get 
down myself and was gone. Fifteen 
minutes late. 

The schedule changed to 24 mph, 
but the course didn’t. change character 
much and there wasn’t any way this 
rider was going to make up 15 minutes 
so I arrived at the 45-minute lunch stop 
with only 30 minutes left. A lot of

with gas before they had to leave. 

On the second loop, we came to the 
house.

trademark. I hear Ed Wight won’t 
approve a location for a run less there’s 
an abandoned house he can route the 
riders through. 20 mph average. If you 
slow down to 10 mph in the front

hallway, you have to do 60 in the living 
room to catch up. If you went around 
the house, you missed the lady of the 
house who was taking numbers... 

After leaving the house we got into 
some tight sandwash that kept. widening

out all the way back to the start. 
Almost ten miles of straight uphill 
sandwash at 24 mph. The little bikes 
work pretty hard and Lord help you if 
you have a tight piston! 

After another gas stop — 30 minutes 
— the survivors tackled loop number 3. 
Twenty mph across broken rock and 
lava bed. Often the rocks were so 
jumbled that bikes that went across 
didn’t. even leave a trail. There wasn’t 
any way to miss the rocks; just try to 
miss the biggest ones and those odd 
shaped ones try to wrench the bars 
right out of your hands. There were a 
couple of nasty falls in this section, but 
по serious injuries. Everyone was 
looking forward to the speed change at 


And outside there was a line! 


_ 14 miles because the average went up to 


UN 


30 mph. That meant we had to get out 
of the rocks. 14 miles of jumbled rocks 
at the end of a 100 mile enduro is a 
long, long way. 

At the speed change we got onto a 
rocky road with a 180-degree curve 
every hundred yards. Broadslide the 
turns, bounce off the berm, fly across 
ditches and washout with 
my heart in my throat and everything 
bottomed out and I still couldn’t make 
30 mph on that section. “Well, that was 


W the expert's section" said Ed Wight. 
Trouble is that those experts (like JN 


and Torsten) were all riding somewhere 
else today so they missed it. 

There were some experts, though: 
Enduro experts. And one of them, Dave 
Ekins, was very unhappy with the 
CERA promotion. "The CERA runs are 
a joke for a serious timekeeper," he 
said. “In any serious enduro the course 
markings are simply to get you from 
one check to the next and make sure 
that your mileage is about the same as 
the next guy's. When there's. a 
bottleneck, you go around it, or sidehill 
if you're a good enough rider. But the 
CERA. stations club members on both 
sides of the bottleneck to make sure 
you stand in line with the rest of the 
sheep. That's why Eastern riders come 
out here and ride one or two runs and 
give it up. Who wants to ride through a 
house anyway, for God's sake?

riders in front of it? I've ridden two of 
their runs and that's enough." 

In fairnes to the CERA, Dave's 
opinion as far as I can determine is 
strictly a minority one. As I was 
standing near the CERA camp after the 
run half a dozen trucks went by on their 
way out and said things like “That was a 
great run! I really enjoyed it.” Dave 
Ekin’s view is that of a 
close-to-professional enduro rider while 
the majority of the riders in the CERA 
runs have never ridden really serious 
events. In fact, most of the guys putting 
on the CERA runs have not ridden 
enduros all that seriously. Enduros in 
California have traditionally been 

something for racers to do on the 
off-Sundays. 

Dave Ekin’s objections are valid if 
the run is to be considered a serious 
contest of skill. But for lots of riders the 
enduro is a fun thing and they like going 
through houses and such. Perhaps a 
closer look at the rules and a more 
sharply defined purpose is in order. 

Marking on this run was the best ever 
on a CERA enduro. The guys are 
learning. As far as I could determine no 
one got lost. For a change, turns were 
marked well in advance. Danger 
marking, however, could have been 
somewhat improved. You don’t have to 
mark a dangerous spot for the guy that’s 
going 20 miles an hour; you have to 





found it and tured it in so Ed’s happy 
too. One ingenious fellow gave his card 
to the first checker and rode off 
without it, so he had each subsequent 
checker record the time on his bare arm 
as he went through. Ed Wight 
appreciated his ingenuity and accepted 
the results. “Just leave your arm in the 
bag with the rest of the cards,” he said. 

Bud Houseman on his Snortin’ 
Norton got a flat which put him out of 
contention, but not out of action. He 
towed another rider in, flat and all! 
Dick Knapp and Max Bubeck both did 
quite well.

day, that a professional rider can make a 
living just competing in races every 
week? 

B.H. — Right as it stands right now, I 
don't think so. You have to have a spon- 
sor of some kind. Judging by the way 
the prize money has gone up in the last 
two years, maybe by this time next year 
some riders may be able to. 

D.W. — What do you think of the 
AMA's entry into professional moto 
cross? 

B.H. — I think it's the best thing to 
happen to motocross in-this country. 
With this Winter series in Florida and 
the up-coming Spring series in Georgia 
and Alabama, it's giving riders a chance 
to compete with the fastest guys around 
and by the end of the year after riding 
three twenty minute heats in this kind 
of competition, we're going to have 
some fast racers. When the AMA first 
started with the Trans-AMA series, I 
went to the second event and then I 
went to the last one in Seattle. The out- 
standing thing about these events is that 
they were all run the same. I didn't even 
have to go to the riders meeting because 
things were so organized that you knew 
exactly what was going on. The starts,

the flags, everything was the same at all 
of the events. 

We had this Can-AM series up North. 
It was screwed up. It was supposed to 
be a six race series and it ended up being 
five. Every race was run completely 
different. Most of them were just like a 
bunch of scrambles. There was only one 
event that was run like a professional 
motocross. 

The AMA has come along and given 
an aura of professionalism to the sport. 


D.W. — There seems to be a wide 
disparity between you and some of the 
other fast riders and about half the field 
in most of the races in which you com- 
pete. Have you had any problems with 
slower racers getting in your way out on 
the track? 

B.H. — It’s not too much of a pro- 
blem at some of the wider tracks but, 
you always seem to run into 4 or 5 guys 
that when you’re lapping them they 
seem to say, “Boy, here’s Barry Higgins 
I'm going to see how long I can stay out 
in front of him." Like, I've seem guys 
that see you coming and you can see 
their hand open the throttle and then 
they forget and don't turn off at the 
next corner. If I see one of these guys, I 
just back off and let them go. It cost 
you a lot of time to do it but, it'll cost 
you a lot more when one of those 
idiots runs into you in the next turn. 
They think they can go twenty miles an 
hour faster because you're along side of 
them, It really doesn't work that way, 
though. 

D.W. — Getting back to the faster 
riders in the country, there has been a 
lot printed about how fast John DeSoto 
is now. Is he really as fast as the Nations 
press has made him out to be? 

B.H. — I can name twenty guys right 
now that are faster than he is. He hasn't 
got any brains at all. If he's in front of 
you he'll just Banzai you. He's knocked 
me on my head just for no reason. 


D.W. — How about two of the riders 
from your area, Sonny Defeo and Doug 
Rodriguez? 

B.H. — Sonny's fast. .If he ever gets 
his head together he'll be great. Doug 
would like to be world's Champion. 
He's not afraid to try anything. Like

down at Franklin, Ga., he saw Miroslav 
Halm go around a corner on the back 
wheel and so he started trying and he 
crashed, but he kept trying. The kid 
really has ambition, but I don’t know 
where he is or what’s happened to him 
now. 


D.W. — I've noticed that you don’t 
seem to get too tired while you're rac- 
ing. What do you do to stay in good 
condition? 

B.H. — Well, during all the Winter- 
AMA's I haven't been doing much of 
anything. Riding every week seems to 
keep me in shape. I may go out two or 
three afternoons during the week and 
do a little woods riding, but other than 
that I haven’t been doing anything. Last 
year, | worked out a good bit, but I 
didn’t travel much then. Now that 
there’s a race every week, I’m traveling 
all the time and I don’t have time to do 
anything. You’re either driving or in a 
motel all the time. 

D.W. — Do you feel yourself getting 
tired while you're racing? 

B.H. — Well, it isn't as bad now as it 
has been. Riding three motos every Sun- 
day does a lot for you. I can usually 
turn it on during the last five minutes of 
each race.

D.W. — You started riding scrambles 
when you were barely a teen-ager, you 
must have had some help from your 
family. 

B.H. — My Dad bought me a bike 
after I got out of grade school. He used 
to race some, scrambles and such. My 
Dad brought the bike home in the back 
of a truck and my Mother threatened to 
disown the both of us. She hated it. 

D.W. — You're doing about as good 
as a professional motocross rider in this 
country can do. What does she think of 
your racing now? 

B.H. — She's pretty happy now, I 
guess. She never really says too much. 
She worries about me crashing and 
getting hurt, I guess. 

D.W. — I guess the hardest thing 
about racing is the traveling. What do 
you think about all those endless miles 
you drive? Isn't this really the hardest 
part of racing? 

B.H, — After you do it week in and 
week out for a year or so it's nice to 


have a week or so off. But, I really en- 


joy it. It would be nice to fly and have 
somebody else drive the truck, but 
there's no way. ] drive over 100,000 
miles a year and it's really the only way 
to get there. I still enjoy it. 

D.W. — You went to the Inter- 
national Six Days Trials last year to ride 
for Ossa. Had you ever been to Europe 
before? 

B.H. — Yes, Sonny Defeo and I went 
a couple of years ago. We didn't do 
much racing, mostly visiting factories 
and things like that.

D.W. — Do you think you're still im- 
proving as a racer? Do you experiment 
any while you're racing? 

B.H. — Yes, I think I’m still improv- 
ing. I only experiment during practice. I 
try to.do the same thing every lap dur- 
ing a race. I try to improve my stamina. 
I know that I can go fast enough to stay 
in front of just about anybody. In a 
couple of Inter-Ams last year I’d get out 
front of everybody for four or five laps 
and just go until I couldn’t go anymore 
and then they would all come by me. 
I’m satisfied with my speed and techni- 
que and I’m getting to the point where I 
can go as fast on the last lap of a moto 
as I did on the first one. You’ve got to 
keep working on your stamina, 


D.W. — Would you like to go back to 
Europe and race? 

B.H, — Yes, l'd like to, but you've 
got to have help to get over there. 

D.W. — What about the American 
Motocross Team? 

B.H. — It's a joke. They don't send 
anybody worth a damn over there, as 
far as I’m concerned. When I won the

They said, "Sure, we're going to be in 
touch with you, we're just gonna send 
Russ Darnell over for now and during 
1970 we'll send a team." 1970 came 
and the only one that was over there 
was Russ. Now, they have Bryan 
Kenney to head up the team, so we'll 
see. My own personal feelings are, big 
headed or outspoken or whatever you 
want to call me, I feel that I go faster 
than anybody in this country, on any 
kind of track, week in and week out. 
Em still here, though, and some Joe 
Schmo is over there racing. 

D.W. — What do you think of your 
prospects for the coming season, when 
the Europeans come back for the Sum- 
mer and Fall series? Do you think you 
can run with them? 

B.H. — It's hard to say. I haven't 
raced over there, where they are putting 
everything on the line in those Cham- 
pionship races. In the 250 class, my 
Ossa has motor enough. It has motor on 
most any of them. Now, we’re down to 
where we're getting the handling to 
work good on just about any type of 
track. I think I can outrun about 90 per- 
cent of them right now, the rest of 
them, well, it’s debatable. 

D.W. — Joel Robert, what I've seen 
of him, looks as if he's in a class by 
himself. He's kind of on vacation when 
he races here and it's really hard to tell 
when he's fooling around or really rac- 
ing. What do you think of him? 

B.H. — Of everyone that I’ve seen 
race, I guess he's my idol. There's not 
anyone that can beat him. If he didn't 
fool around so much he could win every 
race he rides in. 

D.W. — Yeah, he kind of did that 
during the Trans-AMA series, when 
there was all that prize money. 

You go fast on any type of track. 
You seem to have less trouble adapting 
yourself to different track conditions 
than most riders. Is this because you can 
read a track before a race better or 
what? : 

B.H. — It's a lot of things. The ex- 
perience l've had on so many different 
tracks over the past couple of years. I 
guess after so long, you can look at 
holes and tell if they're going to get 
bigger or go away. A lot of guys will 
walk a track before a race, but won't 
really know what they're looking at. 
You've got to find some trick places 
where you can pass and get ahead of the 
other fast guys. 

D.W. — Where did you pick up most 
of the secrets of going fast and how to 
read a track? 

B.H. — A lot of it I picked up in 
1969 during the Inter-Am series. I was 
riding a CZ and traveled a good bit with 
Joel Robert and Roger DeCoster who 
were also riding CZ at the time. Joel 
would kind of take me around a track

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Almeda Speedway crash injures three 


HOUSTON, TEX., March 27, 1971 — 
Three motorcycle racers were injured 
Saturday night in a pileup during the 
AMA-sanctioned short track motorcycle 
races at Almeda Speedway. One rider, 
Bentley Hardwick, 22, is listed in 
critical condition at Hermann Hospital. 
The accident occurred in the semi-finals 
going into the fourth turn. Twelve riders 
were participating in the race at.the 
time. 

Hardwick, of Dallas, one of Texas’ 
top motorcycle roadracers has been 
blazing an almost unbelievable 
comeback after rehabilitation following 
a gunshot wound that had left him 
paralyzed from the waist down. He had 
been working in a motorcycle shop in 
Dallas when some young boys came in 
and caused some trouble. Bentley made 
them leave. The boys came back later as 
he was closing the shop and shot him. 
At first, he wasn’t expected to live and 
later, doctors said he would never walk 
again. ; 

The other two drivers involved in the 
accident, Darryl L. Hurst, 26, of 
Houston, owner of Hurst Supply Co., 
and William B. Young, 28, of Lafayette, 
La., were listed in good condition at the 
same hospital. Hurst suffered arm 
lacerations and a broken pelvis and is 
expected to be hospitalized from 3 to 6 
weeks. Young suffered a hand injury 
and a back injury and is expected to be 
transferred to Lafayette soon.

The Open class was a monotony of 
three identical heats in which Elliott 
(CZ) stretched an early lead each time 
over Wayne Booth (Jawa). Then, 
relaxed the pace enough to keep the 
Jawa at bay. Bill Kasson, now recovered 
from a serious motocross accident last 
year but tiring quickly on the torturous 
course, managed a third on his CZ each 
time for third overall. 

In the non-professional classes, the 
promoters ran 100cc, 125cc, 175cc, 
250cc, Open and mini-bike classes, and 
winners in each were, respectively, 
David Bosart (Hon), Jimmy Doran 
(Yam), Frank Peebles (Yam), Allen 
Bigley (CZ), William Easter (Hus) and 
John Hughes. 

The Central Texas track is trüly a 
riders' course; 1.2 miles around, it winds 
through thick woods giving a rider 
something to do with his feet and hands 
for nearly every second of the way.

“The Race Was Won in the Garage’ 


By Don Woods 


When Dick Mann won his second 
straight Daytona 200 this year his only 
comment after the race was that the 
race had been won in the garage. His 
three cylinder BSA had performed flaw- 
lessly for two-hundred miles at an 
average speed in excess of all but the 
fastest six qualifiers. Pushing hard early 
in the race, he had managed to survive 
the mechanical failures of the machines 
that had been in front of him. 

Dick had two men working on his 
machine as did all of the factory BSA’s 
and Triumphs. His Tuner was Jim Dour, 
of San Francisco, California and his 
mechanic was Ted Hubbard, of Con- 
cord, N.C. 

The bike was one of four new bikes 
that had been prepared in England dur- 
ing the winter. The rest of the 10 bikes 
on the BSA and Triumph teams had 
been prepared in this country. 

Starting on the bike the week before 
the race the two mechanics prepared the 
machine better than any other bike in 
the race. Of course, the mechanics say 
that it took Dick’s fine hands on the 
handlebars to win, but nevertheless, 
when. the machine was torn down after 
the race, the engine was in such condi- 

.tion that it could have easily run 
another two hundred miles. 

We talked at length with Ted during 
the week before the race and several 
days after to get the information on 
how the bike was prepared and what it 
ook to get the big three to turn in a 
winning performance. We want to give 
him our thanks for bearing with us and 
giving us all the information for this 
article. 

Doug Hele was the guiding force be- 
hind the building of the new bikes. 
After the bikes were finished in Eng- 
land, Doug and his crew came to Day- 
tona with the machines and the rest of 
the team's bikes, which had been pre- 
pared under the guidance of Danny 
Macias all assembled at Daytona on 
Saturday, the week before the race. 

At first the engines had some mis- 
firing problems at high speed caused 
from a carburetor shroud. The shroud 
caused excess heat to build up in the 
carburetors, causing the float bowls to 
boil over. The shroud was removed and 
for Mann's crew that solved any engine 
tuning problems. The engine ran flaw- 
lessly from then on, leaving the crew to 
concentrate on getting the handling 
sorted out to Manns' liking. 

The first thing that was noticed was 
that the front brake was giving some 
difficulty. The Lockheed double disc 
brake had a special steel coating sprayed 
over aluminum for the discs. A change 
to regular steel discs solved this pro- 
blem. None of the other machines with 
the aluminum discs had any problems. 

During hard braking applications, 
Dick experienced some difficulty with 
the steering head loosening. The ball

bearings in the head were exchanged for 
tapered bearings. This solved that pro- 
blem. 

The only tuning on the engine that 
was done from standard was a change 
from 250 main jets to 240 and using a 
spark plug that was one heat range cold- 
er than the other bikes. Some, experi- 
menting was done with the needles in 
the carburetors to get the bike to accel- 
erate off the corners better, but it was 
found that the standard settings were 
best. 

Although Dick practiced hard from 
early in the week until race day, he 
never ran the machine as hard as he 
could until race day. Evidently, judging 
from the qualifying times and the lap 
times turned in during the race, a lot of 
other riders were sand bagging, too. 

On Thursday, Dick qualified the ma- 
chine eleventh fastest. Good, but not so 
good when you're wanting to win. 
Checking the speed through the speed 
trap on the straight, the crew found that 
the bike was a little down on top speed, 
turning 147.54 mph. 

Thursday night the two tuners and 
Mann made some changes and when 
they went out for practice Friday morn- 
ing the bike turned 149.50 mph through 
the traps. Better but still not satisfac- 
tory. 

Ted says that while he and Jim put 
in over 75 hours apiece during the week 
preparing the machine, Dick also 
worked many long hours assisting them. 
Dick has the ability to analyize what a 
machine is doing and getting the situa- 
tion into words. Being an expert ma- 
chanic himself, it made things a lot 
easier on the mechanics. 

Some other small, but important, 
modifications were made to tailor the 
bike to Dick. The bikes were all set up 
with 19 inch wheels, but Dick wanted 
an 18 inch front wheel. Also, most of 
the three’s were set up with the rear 
shocks installed in an upside down posi- 
tion to keep the rear end on the ground 
better coming off the corners. Ted and 
Jim found that with Dick’s smooth rid- 
ing style, the shocks could be left as is. 
Some of the bikes were very hard on 
tires, with lots of scuff wear resulting 
from hard practice sessions. After finish- 
ing the chassis setup, Dick’s bike 
showed none of this scuff wear. 

Still not satisfied with the top speed 
of the machine, the mechanics dis- 
assembled the engine on Saturday night 
before the race. The engine had been 
perfectly prepared and showed no bad 
signs, but the two American mechanics 
sneaked the head out of the garage area 
and over to a machine shop where they 
performed a little magic of their own. In 
practice on Sunday morning the engine 
would now turn 8300 rpm in top gear 
where before only 7800 could be 
turned. The English had furnished a 
beautiful racer, but it remained for the 
two Americans to breathe on it a little

before everything was just right. 

Race time came and during the first 
laps, Dick stayed back a little, just run- 
ning fast enough to keep the leaders in 
sight. Ted was assigned to fuel the BSA 
teams bike during the pit stops. He had 
practiced his job well and some super 
fast pit stops were performed during the 
race. 

When time came for Dick to come 
into the -pits, he was in second place 
right behind leader Paul Smart who was 
riding one of the factory Triumphs. 

The BSA and Triumph pits were at 
the far end of the pit area and when the 
crew signaled Dick to come in for his 
gas stop, he focused his eyes on the pit 
board and then as he glanced back up at 
the track he was off on the grass in the 
first turn almost before he could get his 
eyes refocused. Motocrossing across the 
grass, Dick struck one of the rubber 
marking cones that line the course. Un- 
fortunately, someone had driver a steel 
spike through this one to hold it in 
place Pulling into the pits, Dick had no 
feeling in his foot and his pit stop was 
delayed while a mechanic straightened 
his rear brake pedal. Dick said that it 
was several laps before feeling returned

to his foot, 

Returning to the conflict, Dick 
found himself down 28 seconds on 
Smart. His crew kept him informed as 
to his position and only Dick knows if 
he could have closed the gap. Early in 
the race, while following Smart and 
Hailwood, Mann had closed a 150 yard 
gap in just a few corners through the 
infield and had pulled right alongside 
Hailwood, who was leading at the time. 

Mann has a habit of following the 
leader during a race until the last 
minutes when he proceeds to gas it up 
and try for the lead. Maybe he noticed 
the smoke emmitting from Smarts’ bike 
when he shut off for the corners when 
he was close to him. Maybe he figured 
that he could hold his position and out- 
last Smart. Mann, being a true profes- 
sional, never talks much about what he 
was doing during a race. Smart blew, 
Dick got the lead and as he took the 
checkered flag his BSA was purring just 
as it had on the first lap. An accomplish- 
ment, to be sure, but when you ponder 
that the last lap of the race was turned 
several seconds faster than Mann had 
qualified, it’s really something else.

It is expected the other riders will be 
Gote Nordin (also second in the World 
Final to Fundin — in 1961) who has 
ridden in Australia previously, and 
Hasse Holmqvist, a daredevil and fourth 
in the 1969 World Championship. Phew, 
what a list! Reckon the Aussies won’t 
half be working overtime to contain 
that lot! 

The Swedish tour will be in addition 
to the British Test team tour which is 
now a regular feature of the main Aussie 
speedway season. 

They have been contracted by the 
major promotional body in 
Kangarooland, Empire Speedways Pty. 
Ltd., in lieu of a team from one of the 
Iron Curtain countries. Empires had 
high hopes of contracting a team of East 
Europeans last term but negotiations 
fell through, as expected, at the last 
moment. Such a proposition is fraught 
with difficulties and the promoters 
wisely have turned their attention to the 
Scandinavians who should turn out to 
be a wow of a success on the fast, racy 
Australian tracks. 

For the next six months the accent 
will be on Europe where the world’s 
best riders will be engaged in frantic 
league competition and the relentless 
pursuit of- the elusive World 
Championship crown. 

Next October, however, the focus 
will swing back to Australia in a big way 
if the Swedes made the scene as 
promised, in addition to the Lions from 


Britain.

REMOVING FRONT FORK CHROME OIL SEAL HOLDERS 


One of the most sickening things to see on a nice looking machine is a 
set of chrome seal holders on the front forks all scarred up where 
someone has tried to take them apart and wound up using a pipe wrench 
on them. Most manufacturers have a special wrench to remove these 
without damage, but for the rider who may only strip the forks once the 
whole time that he owns it, it is a rather expensive item. 

There is a way to do it that makes it a lot easier and will keep the 
chrome on the covers from becoming damaged. | am using a set of 
Triumph forks in these photos, but the same will apply for almost any 
type fork. The main things needed are a section of one of the red buytle 
inner tubes (the black ones will work, but not as good) and a can of 
lacquer thinner, and a pair of strong hands. 


3.) Cut a section of the inner tube big enough 
to wrap around the fork and overlap a little. 
Take some lacquer thinner on a clean rag and 
wash one side of the piece of inner tube well 
with it and let it dry. The lacquer thinner has 


1.) To give you more room to operate, you 
have to remove the front wheel and fender 
first (these will have to be removed anyhow if 


the forks are to be stripped). With these items 
removed, it means that the fork legs will turn 
on the tubes, so a bar slipped between them 
as shown will cure this problem. 


2.) Of course if you have a tool such as this, 
you don't have a problem in the first place, 
but how many riders have one? (This 
particular tool is for Honda forks, but will 
work superbly on the Triumph forks as 
shown.)

Now all it takes is a good strong set of 
hands on it and you will be surprised how 
easy it will come loose. If it is stubborn about 
coming loose, additional pressure can be put 
on it by having someone else wrap his hands 
around yours and both of you work at it. 
Next time you are confronted with this 
problem, give this a whirl, it may surprise 
you.

Ah, those lucky people who live up North. We were just checking out the latest 
Calendar of Events and on May 2nd, Daroga Park is throwing a team motocross run. 
Guess how many motos? Three, each of an hours’ duration. It will be at Orondo, 
Washington so if you’re up that way, give it a go. 

It’s racing like that which builds the stamina of riders, not the two 15-minute 
Waltz-around-Willie’s we all too often get down here and call motocross. Often after 
just those fifteen minutes the riders come in like they’ve just about had it because 
they never have a chance to build up that stamina. 

I sure would like to see District 37 go to nothing but mail entries for motocross, 
accepting only so many riders as can be correctly handled with the emphasis on more 
track time. People have argued that a lot of families don’t like this because they 
never know what they’re going to do until the last moment. Well, sorry about that. If 
you're riding motocross you usually know that that's what you're going to be doing 
two Sundays from now. Some clubs have said they thought they wouldn't make any 
money if they weren't allowed any post-entries because some wouldn't make up their 
minds to ride until the day before. That's been disproven. Several motocrosses run 
outside the AMA organizations and paying purses have required pre-entries only, and 
the same faces are always on the starting line. With a little pressure put on ‘em, the 
boys don’t get sloppy and start arriving to sign-up just when the booth is ready to 
close. 

So come on motocross riders, give a little thought to this and see what you think 
about it. Bay Mare Cycle Association which is strictly a motocross club is really 
kicking this thing around, and has even come to the point where they just may 
petition to run their motocrosses under the FIM standards. Now AMA is part of the 
FIM, we’ve got to grow up sometime. 

Another subject dear to my evil little heart is that Masters Class. Larry Haley, who 
was the originator of that has tried to back away gracefully saying how much more 
study the plan needs, and maybe just letting it drop. More study is needed, but so is a 
Masters Class. 

You know and I know that the boys who ran in the top finishers in the Mint 400 
weren’t riding without full backing. Can the average rider do that? No, because he 
couldn’t afford it. I’m not talking about the hundreds who ride week after week, 
who either blow up, fall down before the first check and other miscellaneous 
miseries, I mean the guys in the two digit number system who aren’t just quite good 
enough to catch the eye of a sponsor. They usually get a break on parts and a 
discount when they buy a new bike, but full spnsorship, no. 

Now the Lord knows I’m not trying to take anything away from anyone, the big 
boys have earned all they’re getting. As far as I’m concerned Edison Dye should buy 
J.N. a Cadillac, but what's so awful about putting these chaps in a separate class? 
Young Bryar Holcomb who is on his way up in motocross came up at a race and said, 
“Hey, I don’t object to that Master Class. I've worked hard to get where I'm at and 
I'd like to show people that I am that good." 

You receive desert points for the top twenty rides. With the sponsorship | alot of 
these men receive they ride just about every bloomin’ race on the calendar and end 
up in the top ten, while a lot of others barely manage to afford riding maybe 
twenty-five runs. Think about it.
